First World War Veterans 
To Get Mineral Rights 


It was announced from Ottawa 
during the holiday season that vet- 
erans who have paid off or do pay 
off their mortgages under the Sol- 
dier Settlement Act will be granted 
mineral rights on the properties in 
all cases where the government has 
the rights to give. Deadline for ap- 
plication is March 31, 1949, 

The majority of the men live on 
the prairies where the search for 
oil has made mineral rights a para- 
mount topic. 

The Act, which once embraced 
25,000 men and has cost $100,000,000 
now covers 10,000 properties, Mort- 
gages are being paid off on 3,000 
of them. 

Veterans officials said it is impos- 
sible to say how many veterans 
will get the rights, but there would 
he “several thousands,” 

In many cases only extensive re- 
search probably would show where 
the rights now reside, 

The department was starting a 
check, and the veterans or their 
heirs would be notified. In cases 


where the rights were outside the 
government's control, the veteran 
would be out of luck, Ottawa had 
retained mineral rights to the S.S.A. 
lands in the 1930 transfer of power 
over natural resources to the west- 
ern provinces, 

If a settler had paid off his mort 
gage and sold the land he _ still 
could benefit. If the government 
had the rights, he would get them 
even though he no longer owned 
the land. 

The change would cover all S$.S.A. 
properties from coast to coast but 
would only matter greatly on the 
prairies. 

It did not affect Veterans Land 
Act settlers of the Second Great 
War because they were given min- 
eral rights where the government 
had them to give. 

In cases where title has not been 
given, the settler can qualify for 
any mineral rights by paying off 
his mortgage. where the contract is 
paid up, the settler must make 
a formal application with $25 for 
legal and adminstrative costs,

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|McGILL ZOOLOGIST SAYS 
| PORCUPINES O. K. 

“The porcupine is no modern in- 
vader of the woods. He has come 
into being with the growth of the 
forest itself, belongs to it, is a part 
of it. 

“The porcupine doesn't live al- 
most entirely on bark, as many 
people assume, He is a vegetarian 
with a catholic taste in greenery.” 

Using there and other arguments, 
N. J. Berrill, McGill University 
zoologist, writing in this month’s 
issue of Forest and Outdoors Maga- 
zine tweaks the noses of forestry 
exports; some of whom demand 
that the porcupine population be 
reduced, They say he has no busi- 
ness trundling about the woods. 
biting off small seedlings, gobbling 
up foliage. 

Developing his case for the porcu- 
pine still further, Berrill says man 
has set himself up as the com- 
plainant, judge and jury. But he 
really hasn't a leg to stand on.

OLEOMARGARINE WILL NOT REPLACE BUTTER 

The announcement early in December that the ban 
on the manufacture of butter substitutes in Canada had 
been lifted came as no surprise to many who had fol- 
lowed the case for close to half a century. However, the 
dairy industry of this Dominion feels that it has suffered 
a temporary set-back just at a time when it was endea- 
voring to meet the butter requirements of Canada de- 
spite the barrier of high prices of other farm products. 

Since mixed farming, including milk and cream 
production, is the backbone of the Didsbury district the 
production of butter substitutes could have the effect 
of lowering production should the butter substitute sell 
at such a low price as to force butter prices down in the 
face of rising costs of all other products. 

However, we must now [ace the fact that since but- 


ter substitutes can be manufactured in Canada they many friends, especially with’ M1 
will go on sale all across the Dominion, and no doubt |!"

lenge to the dairy industry to continue to produce a 
product so high in quality that it will outsell a substi- 
tute no matter what it costs. 


As long as wages are high and employment is kept 
steady we do not believe many people will abandon 
the use of butter for a substitute that has yet to find 
favor in Canada. Especially will this be true when the 
price of butter may only exceed its rival by about 12 
cents per pound. 


Canada's population is increasing and the demand 
for dairy products has increased to such an extent that 
our dairy farmers could not supply the demand. To al- 
leviate the situation butter had to be imported from 
New Zealand. With the addition of a butter substitute 
further imports may not be necessary. In other words, 
the manufacture of oleomargarine may eliminate im- 
vorts of butter but it should not greatly effect butter 
production in Canada since the demand for it is still 
here, and will continue to be here as our population in- 
creases and our dairy industry meets the situation in 
the same manner as its opposition must necessarily 
adopt to make a new product a favorite in every home.
